Ur.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  to  present  for  your  consideration  this  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  Grange- over-Sands  in 
respect  of  the  year  ending  31st  December  1972.  The  form  and  contents 
are  in  accordance  with  Circular  l/73  from  the  Department  of  Health. 

TThilst  the  estimated  population  has  fallen  by  20,  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses  has  increased  by  22.  Thus  we  can  infer  that  either 
the  population  has  spread  out  a little  more  thinly,  or  that  an  increasing 
number  of  properties  are  being  used  as  holiday  (second)  homes.  'That  we 
do  know,  is  that  the  average  number  of  people  per  dwelling  has  fallen 
from  3 in  1950  to  just  over  2 in  1972. 

Our  reliance  on  the  tourist  industry  needs  no  stressing.  7rc  want 
people  to  return  and  encourage  others  to  cone.  It  is  vital  to  protect 
the  health  of  the  holidaymaker  and  to  keep  the  town  as  attractive  as 
money  and  labour  permit.  So  I make  no  apology  for  stressing  once  again 
the  importance  of  food  hygiene,  a clean  beach,  attractive  gardens  and 
safe  amenities.  On  the  other  hand,  the  tourist  can  bring  us  unwanted 
problems.  He  resent  their  motor  cars  and  their  litter.  Tre  resent 
paying  for  the  greater  water  distribution  and  sewage  disposal  networks 
than  we  really  require  for  ourselves.  re  do  not  want  their  infectious 
diseases,  or  in  the  gay  abandoned  holiday  spirit,  their  drunks,  V.D.  or 
illegitimato  babies. 

In  the  text  of  the  Report,  you  will  see  both  a table  and  graphic 
presentation  of  the  most  unusual  population  age-sex  structure  of  the 
Urban  District.  There  can  be  few  other  places  with  so  many  elderly 
ladies:  of  course  there  are  few  other  places  so  nice,  in  which  to  retire. 

But  I often  wonder  whether  we  should  begin  to  consider  discouraging 
people  from  moving  away  from  their  life-long  hones,  to  their  "dream 
house"  with  a glorious  view.  The  glorious  view  inevitably  means  high 
winds  and  hills  to  face  after  a morning's  shopping.  Hew  friends  have  to 
bo  found,  younger  relatives  descend  for  a cheap  holiday  and  expect  to  be 
waited  on,  and  eventually  the  community  health  and  social  service 
organisations  are  called  on  for  help,  so  further  straining  those  resources 
and  inviting  criticism  should  the  anticipated  or  demanded  assistance  not 
bo  forthcoming. 

Following  the  retirement  of  Ur.  Syne,  part  tine  Public  Health 
Inspector,  the  work  of  environmental  health  control  was  taken  over  by 
Ur.  Claydon,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  at  the  North  Lonsdale  Rural 
District  Council.  The  high  standard  of  work  has  been  maintained,  and  this 
amicable  voluntary  step  towards  unification  of  district  scrviacs  augurs 
well  for  the  future  re-orga.nisationu.of  local  government. 

I acknoT'fledge  with  sincerity  the  continued  good  work  of  all  my 
colleagues  in  this  Public  Health  Service,  and  thank  the  Council  for  their 
interest  in  our  work.

To  make  the  pattern  even  clearer,  the  figures, 
by  age  and  sex  are  reproduced  as  a block  diagram, 
and  are  compared  with -that  for  England  and  Tales  as 
a whole.  Just  to  digress,  and  to  carry  the  illustration 
yet  a stage  further,  had  we  still  the  high  birth 
rates  and  high  death  rates  of  the  last  century, 
then  the  profile  would  be  a broad  based  pyramid.

Once  again,  there  were  24  births  - and,  I would 
hasten  to  add,  no  still*  births  or  illegitimate 
births.  Further,  I an  particularly  happy  that  we 
did  not  have  the  tragedy  of  a baby  dying  within  a 
year  of  birth. 

Births  wore  about  the  average  for  recent  years. 

The  lowest  total  was  14  in  1959  and  the  highest 
35  in  1 958.  This  well  shows  the  serious  pitfalls 
into  which  amateur  statesticians  can  fall,  when 
considering  population  figures  in  isolation.  It 
is  trends  that  are  important,  or  at  least  5-year 
averages. 

(After  correction  for  our  atypical  age-sex  structure, 
the  adjusted  birth  rate  was  13.2  per  1000  population; 
that  for  England  and  >Tales  was  14.8  per  1000. 


These  were  the  highest  in  recent  years  - 104, 

but  again,  1971  showed  well  below  the  average  for 
the  past  decade.  The  most  frequent  causes  of  death 
were  Ischaemic  Heart  Disease  (Coronary  Thrombosis) 
and  Cerebro-vascular  Disease  (Strokes).  Only  7 
deaths  wore  in  people  under  65  years  of  age. 
hhilst  the  crude  death  rate  is  about  30  per  1000 
population,  after  correction  by  the  comparability  ' 
factor  the  adjusted  rate  is  12.8,  very  close  to 
the  national  rate  of  12.1  for  1000  population.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OP  THE  HEALTH  SERVICES 


FOR  THE  AREA 


Two  Health  Visitors  are  based  at  the  Child  Health  Clinic, 
Parish  Hall,  Kents  Bank  Road,  Grange-over— Sands , and  are  always 
pleased  to  advise  and  assist  enquirers  regarding  the  Health 
Services.  As  far  as  is  possible,  they  are  always  there  between 
9 . Oan . and  1 0. 30an. 


Laboratory  Facilities 

The  bacteriological  examination  of  nilk  and  water  samples, 
as  well  as  of  specimens  of  faeces,  etc.  from  individual 
patients,  is  carried  out  at  the  '°ublic  Health  Laboratory, 
Preston.  Chemical  analyses  of  nilk  and  water  are  perforned 
by  the  County  Analyst. 


Ambulance  Service 


Fully  equipped  ambulances  are  stationed  at  Ulverston  and 
Grange- over-Sands.  This  latter  station  has  not  been  really 
satisfactory,  and  it  is  proposed  to  aquire  and  convert  the 
old  fire  station  for  ambulance  purposes,  which  will  provide 
staff  with  better  facilities  and  cover  for  both  vehicles. 


Domiciliary  Services 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  has  a full  staff  of  Health 
Visitors,  District  Nurses,  Ilidwivcs,  Social  Workers  and 
Homo  Helps,  who  look  after  the  health  and  welfare  of 
people  in  their  own  hones.  These  are  administered  from 
the  Divisional  Health  Office,  Ulverston  and  the  Furness 
Area  Social  Services  Office,  Ulverston.

ITeasles  typically  assumes  epidemic  proportions  in  alternate 
years  and  should  have  recurred  in  1972.  Thus  the  efficiency 
of  the  recently  introduced  vaccine  against  measles  should  be 
demonstrated  over  the  next  few  years. 


As  a tourist  resort,  we  pay  great  regard  to  food  hygiene,  in 
restaurants,  shops  and  hotels.  Thankfully  there  were  no  serious 
outbreaks  of  food  or  water  borne  disease,  but  two  members  of  a 
family  were  notified  as  suffering  from  a proved  food  poisoning 
organism.  Despite  extensive  investigations  the  source  was  not 
determined  conclusively. 

Only  three  names  remain  on  the  tuberculosis  register. 

One  case  of  tuberculosis  was  notified  in  1972. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 


Under  the  National  Health  Service  a comprehensive  free  service 
for  immunisation  and  vaccination  is  available.  At  present, 
protection  is  offered  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus, 
poliomyelitis  and  measles,  at  school  clinics,  child  health  centres, 
and  by  most  general  medical  practitioners. 

3.C.G.  Vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  offered  to  older 
children,  and  a vaccine  against  Rubella  (German  measles)  to  older 
school  girls.

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SANITARY  C IRCUI ISTANCES  OP  THE  DISTRICT 


HATER  SUPPLY 


The  domestic  water  supply  for  the  Grange  Urban  District  is 
supplied  by  the  Furness  Hater  Board. 


The  gathering  grounds  are  uncultivated  noorland  which  are 
grazed  by  sheep  and  are  situated  at  Chapel  House  Plantation  in 
the  Parish  of  Stavoley  in  the  Forth  Lonsdale  Rural  District, 
supplying  the  reservoir  at  Simpson  Ground,  and  a further  area 
at  Newton- in-Cartnel  where  two  smaller  reservoirs  and  treatment 
works  are  situated. 


The  total  capacity  of  the  reservoirs  is  72  million  gallons. 
'Alter  is  piped  from  Simpson  Ground  reservoir  and  can  be  fed 
either  into  the  reservoirs  at  Newton  or  directly  to  the 
filtration  plant. 


The  treatment  plant  consists  of  eight  pressure  filters  with 
the  necessary  chemical  tanks  etc.  Chemicals  which  are  added  to 
assist  filtration  are  Sulphate  of  Alumina  and  Sodium  Carbonate. 
After  filtration  line  is  added,  the  water  is  chlorinated  and 
passes  to  covered  storage  tanks  having  a ca.pacity  of  140,000 
gallons,  thence  to  tho  trunk  mains  for  distribution. 


There  arc  three  service  reservoirs  in  Grange,  at  TTindernere 
Road,  (150,000  gallons),  Ilanpsfcll  (200,000  gallons)  and 
Uartbarrow  (200,000  gallons)  which  servo  as  reservoirs  in  case  of 
interruption  in  trunk  mains  and  also  for  equalising  demand  in  the 
mains. 


There  are  no  private  water  supplies  in  tho  area  and  all 
houses  have  a piped  water  supply. 


The  water  was  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity  throughout 
the  yoar. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  SEUAGE  DISPOSAL 


All  tho  houses  in  the  Urban  District  are  provided  with 
fresh  water  closets. 


During  tho  year,  20  now  properties  were  connected  to  the 
main  sewerage  systen,  and  2 were  connected  to  septic  tanks. 


The  Urban  District  is  sewered  in  the  nain  on  a conbined 
systen  although  sone  of  the  houses  have  rainwater  drains  leading 
to  soakaways  within  their  own  curtilage. 


Disposal  is  by  settlement  tanks  and  screening  followed  by 
discharge  into  the  tidal  estuary. 


Dost  of  the  district  is  sewered,  apart  fron  isolated  areas 
which  are  dependent  on  seotic  tanks.  These  areas  are  briefly, 
the  higher  parts  of  Grange  Pell,  the  Slack  area  of  Uindernere 
Pioad,  Lyndene  Estate,  a number  of  farms  and  Iloilo  Island. 


Sewage  fror.i  the  lower  end  of  Grange  adjacent  to  tho 
railway  station  is  collected  in  a well  situated  in  the  Ornamental 
Gardens  where  dual  pumps  are  installed  to  lift  tho  sewage  into 
tho  nain  outfall  sower.  This  Sewer  runs  the  full  length  of  tho 
Promenade  fron  tho  station  to  the  nain  outfall  tanks,  where 
sewage  is  screened  and  discharged  into  tho  estuary.  The  high 
parts  of  the  town  (excluding  the  Kents  Bank  and  Cart  Lane  area) 
discharge  into  tho  tributary  sewers  which  ultimately  join  tho 
nain  sewer  on  tho  Proncnade. 


In  tho  Kents  Bank  area  the  nain  outfall  sewer  passes 
under  tho  railway  adjacent  to  T"ents  Bank  Station  and  then  along 
the  seaward  side  of  the  railway  cnbahlcnent  to  a settling  tank 
(situated  at  Kirkhoad  End),  the  outfall  fron  which  discharges 
into  tho  estuary. 


The  Cart  Lane  area  drains  into  a settlement  tank  and  then 
discharges  via  a tidal  door  into  tho  estuary. 

Tho  sewage  disposal  arrangements  fall  far  short  of  modern 
requirements  and  in  1968  a consultant  engineer  was  engaged  to 
advise  on  the  best  method  of  bringing  then  up  to  standard. 

Of  the  possible  alternatives,  a partnership  scheme  with  oiir 
neighbouring  local  authority,  the  North  Lonsdale  Rural  District 
Council,  was  considered  to  be  the  most  satisfactory.  This  would 
serve  the  Urban  District  and  the  adjacent  parts  of  the  Rural 
District  in  the  Cartrel  Peninsular  and  a modern  treatment  works 
would  be  provided  which  would  produce  an  effluent  acceptable 
for  discharge  into  the  estuary.

HOUSING 


The  standard  of  housing  in  Grange  is  good,  slun  clearance 
being  unnecessary.  The  older  houses  are,  in  the  nain,  stone 
structures,  whilst  the  nore  nodern  typo  are  of  brick  and/or 
stone.  Many  of  the  older  houses  have  boon  converted  into  flats 
and  in  the  Grange  Fell  area,  where  there  is  a large  proportion 
of  snallcr  and  older  dwellings,  the  properties  arc  in  a 
reasonable  state  of  repair,  the  majority  being  owner-occupied 
and  many  having  had  improvements  carried  out  to  provide  modern 
facilities.  There  are  no  narrow  back  streets  causing  over- 
shadowing and  lack  of  air  space. 

No  conditions  of  overcrowding  were  discovered  during  the 

year.

CARAVAN  ANT)  C ATPING  SITES 


One  site  licence  uns  in  operation  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Caravan  Sites  and  the  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960.  The  total 
number  of  caravans  concerned  in  the  licencing  was  70  and  all 
licences  were  for  use  of  the  site  between  ITarch  and  October.  No 
caravans  Tire  re  permanently  occupied  and  the  conditions  imposed  by 
the  Council  were  based  on  the  Fodel  Standard  issued  by  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  respect  of  holiday  caravan  sites. 

Routine  visits  were  made  to  the  site  which  was  well  maintained 
and  discussions  were  hold  with  owners  and  occupiers.  Chocks  were 
made  on  caravans  stored  on  private  property. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


All  the  houses  in  the  district  have  moveable  dustbins  which 
are  renewable  by  the  owners  cr  the  occupiers  of  the  property. 

A weekly  collection  cycle  is  usually  maintained,  although 
difficulties  arise  when  any  of  the  staff  are  absent  due  to 
holidays  cr  sickness. 

The  whole  of  the  refw.se  is  dealt  with  at  the  Council’s 
incinerator,  and  non- combustible  materials,  screenings  etc.  are 
tipped  adjacent  to  the  incinerator.

MILK  SUPPLY 

No  samples  of  milk  were  sent  for  biological  examination. 

The  last  occasion  in  which  a sample  of  milk,  taken  in  Lancashire, 
was  found  to  be  carrying  cattle  tuberculosis,  was  in  1958,  and  it 
was  decided  during  the  year  not  to  continue  sampling. 

As  we  are  now  in  a Brucellosis  eradication  area,  we  can  be  confident 
that  this  serious  discn.se,  both  to  humans  and  cattle,  will  remain 
just  a bitter  memory. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


The  Council  administer  their  duties  under  the  Prevention  of 
Damage  by  ^ests  Act,  1949,  with  the  use  of  one  part-time  rodent 
operator  who  although  a full-tine  employee,  only  spends  part  of 
his  tine  on  rodent  control. 

41  inspections  of  non-agricultural  properties  were  carried 
out  and  22  were  found  to  require  treatment  for  either  rat  or 
nouse  infestation. 

Test  baiting  of  the  sowers  was  carried  out.  All  the  manholes 
on  the  system,  wore  chocked,  but  no  ’'takes"  were  recorded. 


SCHOOLS 


There  arc  3 schools  within  the  district.  All  have  a 
satisfactory  mains  water  supply  and  sanitary  accommodation,  and 
are  provided  with  dustbins.  2 arc  drained  to  the  public  sewor, 
and  one  is  to  Private  Treatment  ’Tories. 


PUBLIC  SUIMITING  BATHS 


The  Council  own  an  open-air  bathing  pool  situated  on  the 
Promenade  and  having  a capacity  of  450;000  gallons.  The  pool 
is  open  for  use  from  Hay  to  September  and  in  addition  to  general 
public  use  is  used  by  the  schools  in  neighbouring  areas  for 
swimming  instruction. 

At  suitable  tides,  sea.  water  is  drawn  off  into  settling 
tanks  and  thence  via  the  filters  to  the  pool.  Nhcn  the  pool  is 
full,  the  tanks  are  used  as  balancing  tanks  throughout  the 
season. 

During  use,  the  water  is  continuously  filtered  and 
chlorinated,  the  "turn-over"  period  being  7t  hours. 

The  plant  consists  of  two  nine  feet  diameter  horizontal 
pressure  filters  complete  with  chemical  tanks,  airator,  circulatin 
pump  etc.  and  chlorinator.  Sulphate  of  Alumina  and  Sodium 
Carbonate  are  .added  to  the  water  to  assist  filtration.
